O.  McKay  building  began  this 
morning  with  heavy  equipment 
preparing  the  ground  for  the 
foundation  in  the  west  parking 
lot.

The  road  immediately  west  of 
the  construction  area  was  blocked 
to  traffic  Monday  morning,  Lel- 
and  Perry,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds  announced. 

The  290  foot  McKay  building, 
which  faces  the  Science  build- 
ing, is  being  constructed  by 
Christensen  Bros.  Contracting  Co. 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  with  sub-con- 
tracts  going  to  various  Utah 
firms. 

Surveying  was  done  Friday  and 
Saturday,  while  shrubbery,  signs, 
posts,  and  other  objects  were  re- 
moved at  the  same  time.  Equip- 
ment was  hauled  in  Friday,  Sat- 
urday and  Monday. 

A fence  will  be  built  around 
the  work  area  with  three  win- 
dows through  which  “side-walk 
superintendents”  may  ogserve 
construction  progress.

Berrett  from  1-4  p.m.;  a public 
meeting  scheduled  by  the  Utah 
League  for  Nursing  from  4-6  p.m. 
in  Social  Hall,  and  a dinner  meet- 
ing at  7 p.m.  with  League  of- 
ficers. 

On  Wednesday  Dr.  Bridgman 
will  meet  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
of  the  Church  and  study  BYU 
supplementary  nursing  program, 
library  facilities  and  living  ac- 
commodations.

He  quoted  from  the  plaque  at 
the  entrance  to  the  Fieldhouse, 
upon  which  is  inscribed  a tele- 
gram to  the  BYU  basketball  team 
in  Madison  Square  Garden  the 
night  they  won  the  National  Invi- 
tational Tournament  champion- 
ship. It  reads: 

“Coach  Stan  Watts  and  all 
Members  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Basketball  Team: 
“From  the  top  of  the  Rockies 
I send  my  love  and  blessing. 
Many  thousands  share  my  pride 
in  your  record.  I have  faith  in 
your  abilities.  Play  clean,  play 
hard,  play  to  win.  God  bless  you. 

— George  Albert  Smith. 

Called  on  Mission 

President  Smith  was  called  on 
a mission  to  the  stakes  of  Juab, 
Millard,  Beaver,  and  Parowan  in 
the  interests  of  the  MIA  in  1891. 

Although  sustained  as  an 
Apostle  in  1903,  he  continued  to 
serve  as  a member  of  the 
YMMIA  General  Board  from  1904 
until  1935.  He  was  named  Gener- 
al Superintendent  of  the  organi-

Alumni,  Public  Services 
Cater  to  Graduates

Over  26,000  former  students  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
are  now  being  served  by  the 
Alumni  and  Public  Services  de- 
partment. 

Headed  by  Cleon  Skousen,  di- 
rector of  the  Alumni  Association, 
this  department  keeps  every 
former  Y student  informed  on 
current  happenings  at  the  univer- 
sity. Twice  each  year  every  stu- 
dent who  has  attended  the  Y for 
at  least  one  quarter  receives  a 
copy  of  the  Alumnus  Magazine, 
free  of  charge.  Those  who  have 
contributed  to  the  BYU  Develop- 
ment Fund,  a fund  used  to  build 
additional  facilities,  receive  a 
copy  of  the  magazine.  Those  who 
contribute  $100  or  more  are  eli- 
gible for  membership  in  the  Cen- 
tury Club,  and  contributors  of 
$1,000  or  more  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  Millennial 
Club.  Alumni  membership  cards 
are  issued  on  a yearly  basis. 

Alumnus  Editor 

Ray  Beckham,  administrative  • 
associate,  is  editor  of  the  Alum- 
num  Magazine.  Although  the 
magazine  generally  contains 
news  stories,  complete  copies  of 
noteworthy  speeches  are  some- 
times included. 

One  of  the  most  elaborate  and 
modern  types  of  filing  systems, 
said  Mr.  Skoust  -:,  is  located  in 
the  Alumni  offices.  This  new  file 
has  revolving  shelves,  and  their 
position  is  changed  by  an  elec- 
tric foot  pedal.  In  this  way  the 
cards  are  easy  to  locate  and  re- 
place. This  time  saving,  conveni- 
ent file  has  replaced  the  cup- 
board type  with  pull-out  drawers. 
The  modern  equipment  used  by 
this  department  includes  electric 
typewriters  and  autograph  ma- 
chines, which  enable  the  work  to 
be  done  quickly  and  efficiently. 
The  Alumni  offices,  now  located 
on  the  bottom  floor  of  the  Brim- 
hall  building,  are  only  tempora- 
ry. They  will  be  moved  after  a 
new  building  is  completed. 

Twice  each  year  an  alumni 
rally  is  held  away  from  the 
school.  All  former  BYU  students 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  des- 
ignated city  are  notified  of  plans 
for  the  event,  and  reservations 
are  made  for  the  rally,  dinner, 
and  program.  Cleon  Skousen  is 
the  only  member  of  the  Alumni 
department  that  attends  the  ral- 
lies every  time  they  are  held  in 
the  spring  and  fall,  but  President

Lt.  Gwynn  graduated  from 
Woodrow  Wilson  High  School  in 
Washington,  D.C.  He  attended 
American  University  for  one  year, 
majoring  in  religion  before  he 
enrolled  in  BYU  in  1947.  He  car- 
ried a double  major  in  business 
administration  and  theology. 

He  served  a two-year  mission 
in  the  central  states,  completing 
Ips  service  in  1951.  He  then  en- 
tered Duke  Divinity  School  for  a 
year  of  post-graduate  study,  after 
which  he  received  his  commission 
in  the  Navy  Chaplain  Corps. 

Chaplain  Gwynn  has  expressed 
the  desire  to  sail  on  a troop- 
carrying vessel  in  the  Atlantic, 
since  it  will  give  him  a chance 
to  establish  lay  Church  groups 
among  the  LDS  servicemen.

According  to  figures  sub- 
mitted by  the  unit  presidents,  there  are  1,091  students  who  belong  to 
social  units,  115  of  whom  are  inactive.

Editor’s  Visit  to  Moscow 
Stirs  Russian  Curiosiy 

(Editor’s  note:  The  following  article  was  written  for  the  Associ- 
ated Collegiate  Press  by  one  of  seven  American  college  editors  who 
returned  recently  from  a three-week  tour  of  the  Soviet  Union.)

The  first  Russians  I saw  were 
soldiers.  Six  of  them— all  armed 
— climbed  aboard  our  plane  as 
soon  as  it  landed  in  Leningrad 
airport. 

A senior  lieutenant  of  the 
Red  army  marched  forward  in 
the  plane  and  looked  quizically 
at  the  seven  American  students 
dressed  in  strange  furry  caps  and 
coats.  He  raised  his  right  hand 
in  salute  and  addressed  four  or 
five  sentences  in  Russian  to  the 
other  passengers. 

Then  he  turned  to  us  and  said 
in  English,  “Passports.”  After  we 
had  showed  him  our  visas,  the 
other  five  soldiers  stepped  aside 
to  let  us  leave  the  plane. 

During  the  next  22  days  in  the 
USSR,  we  were  to  travel  more 
than  5,000  miles  by  air,  train  and 
car.  We  were  to  talk  to  students 
in  their  schools,  workers  in  their 
factories,  farmers  in  their  homes 
and  directors  and  managers  in 
their  office.  During  that  time  we 
detected  absolutely  no  feeling  of 
hostility  to  us  personally. 

Early  in  our  trip,  one  of  the 
two  interpreters  who  travelled 
with  us  throughout  the  country  i 
asked  us  why  we  had  come  to 
Russia.  We  told  him  the  answer 
was  simple.  Early  last  fall  a few 
American  college  editors  met  at 
a a student  press  convention  (the 
ACP  conference  in  Chicago)  and 
decided  they  wanted  to  see  this 
country,  so  little  understood  in 
the  United  States. 

We  applied  to  the  Soviet  em- 
bassy in  Washington  for  visas, 
and  within  three  weeks  Moscow 
granted  permission.  The  Ameri- 
can state  department  issued  pass- 
ports Dec.  2 and  on  Christmas 
day  we  boarded  a pjane  for 
Russia. 

Students  at  Stalin  University 
in  Tbilisi  asked  us  who  was  pay- 
ing for  the  trip.  When  we  told 
them  we  financed  the  trip  our- 
selves, one  blue-eyed  coed  said  in 
perfect  English,  “Ooh,  you  must 
be  very  rich.” 

Almost  everywhere  we  were 
objects  of  curiosity.  Cosmopoli- 
tan Muscovites,  more  accustomed 
to  visiting  delegations,  paid  less 
attention  to  us  that  their  coun- 
trymen in  southern  Russia. 

In  many  areas  we  were  the 
first  Americans  the  Soviet  citi- 
zens had  ever  seen.  They  fol- 
lowed us  in  the  streets  and 
crowded  around  us  if  we  stopped 
to  take  a picture.  It  was  not 
unusual  to  stop  in  a department 
store  to  buy  a gift,  and  then 
turn  around  to  find  from  25  to 
150  Russians  crowded  about. 

The  only  other  Americans  we 
saw  in  Russia  were  at  the  United 
States  embassy  in  Moscow.  We 
met  ambassador  Charles  Bohlen 
three  times  during  our  stay,  once 


at  his  Spasso  house  residence 
during  a luncheon  he  and  Mrs. 
Bohlen  held  for  us. 

The  embassy  there  operates 
under  tremendous  handicaps. 
Practically  no  contact  is  permit- 
ted with  the  Russian  people. 
Mail,  which  moves  through  the 
Russian  postal  system,  is  opened 
before  it  reaches  the  embassy. 
All  telephones  are  assumed  to  be 
tapped.  Wires  and  miniature  mi- 
crophones have  been  found  in  the 
walls. 

Russian  police  guard  the  en- 
trance to  the  embassy  ’round  the 
clock,  ostensibly  to  protect  the 
Americans  but  more  likely  to 
prevent  any  Russian  from  enter- 
ing. 

A policeman  is  on  almost  every 
corner  in  the  cities.  But  a sight 
even  more  common  than  that  of 
policemen  *is  that  of  Russian 
soldiers.  We  saw  Red  troops  ev- 
erywhere we  travelled.  It  was  not 
at  all  unusual  to  see  a platoon  of 
soldiers  with  machine  guns  or 
rifles  on  their  backs  walking 
down  the  main  street  of  a town. 
Russian  soldiers  travelled  on  the 
trains  we  rode,  and  from  our 
train  window  we  once  saw  in- 
fantrymen running  and  falling  in 
the  snow— on  the  rifle  range— 
and  at  mortar  practice. 

We  were  told  not  to  take  pic- 
tures which  included  soldiers, 
bridges,  ports  or  airfields,  and 
our  cameras  were  taken  away 
when  we  travelled  by  air.
